New Brunswick: 

Cops evict angry students 



(CUP)— More than 500 students 
are currently demonstrating in 
front of the New Brunswick 
provincial administrative build- 
ing. They will continue to 
demonstrate until their student 
aid demands are met. 

Approximately 50 local police 
are lined up in front of the doors 
to the building, virtually the 
entire 'Fredericton police force. 
The government buildings are 
totally inaccessible, and the 
whole administrative operation 
of the government has halted. 

Thé demonstration is to 
protest the December 8 eviction 
of students who had been 
occupying the building since 
January 28. The students had 
voted the previous Friday to 
reject a government offer and 
stay until their demands were 
met. The number of demonstra- 
tors has increased since the 
eviction, and they are urging 
more New Brunswick students 
to join them.

The meeting announced in 
yesterday's Daily is for you. All 
undergraduates are advised of 
the information session tomor- 
row in L26 at noon. Dean Vogel 
and MTAA reps will be present 
to answer your questions, and 
possibilities of student action 
will be discussed. 



The government had offered 
to form a committee to 
investigate and recommend 
cha'nges;to thpaid system, but 
gave no guarantees that any 
changes would be made. 

Youth Minister J. P. Ouellette 
confronted the students in the 
lobby of the building Sunday 
afternoon and told them they 
had fifteen minutes to vacate 
the building. The students tried 
to phone their legal counsel, but 
all lines in the building were 
suddenly shut down. The 
students refused to leave. 

Approximately 50 Fredericton 
police then entered the building 
and began to carry the students 
from the building after a local 
police chief read section 41 of 
the Canada Criminal Code. This 
act specifies that trespassers 
may be removed bodily if '-no 
more force than is necessary" is 
used. 

The government had rented

students back to the various 
parts of the province. The 
students refused to board the 
buses and accepted, the invita- 
tion of a local church to spend 
the night in its basement.

The Women's Union met 
yesterday fo decide what, if 
anything, must be done to avoid 
its closing. Nikki Myone, 
chairperson of the informal 
meeting, posed for the thirty- 
odd women present the ques- 
tion, "what is our function if we 
are to exist as a Women's 
Union?" 

The major problem of the 
Union seems to be lack of 
information. "I didn't even know 
what had happened," one 
concerned student said. "All I 
knew was that there was a 
Women's Union and then I heard 
it was closing." 

The discussion about lack of 
participation in the Union 
concluded that "most women 
just don't understand what we 
are here for. A lot of women 
think we are very militant. It's 
just not that way. We're here so 
that women can be together." 

The Union, situated in A 
Room of One's Own on the 
fourth floor of the University 
Centre, presently has ample 
facilities but no one to staff 
them. A library of 600 books, 
along with a budget for 



speakers or workshops, sit idle 
due to general confusion about 
what should be done with 
them. 

Staffing the Union presents 
another problem. The functions 
of a staffer are ambiguous. "It 
took me a while to realize that 
it's just people like me making 
things work here at the Union," 
one woman stated. . 

One of the changes adopted 
in the attempt to make the 
Union function better was a 
change in its operating hours. 
Starting today A Room of One's 
Own will be open from 12 to 5. 
This relieves the staffers of 
morning duty, when few people 
visit. 

That there is an interest in 
continuing the Union was 
evident by the number of 
women present at the meeting. 
No one is quite sure, however, 
what continuing the Union 
should entail. A task force 
committee meeting was called 
for this evening to decide what 
kind of structure the Union 
should have and make recom- 
mendations to the Union 
members. 



U du Q administration limits 
financial aid to immigrants

The Administration at l'Uni- 
versité du Québec à Montréal 
(UQAM) has refused to grant 
adequate financial aid to 
Chilean students who have been 
under pressure since the 
Ministry of Education tightened 
immigrant loan eligibility In 
September 1975. 

The rector of the university, 
Maurice Brossard, granted 
S2225 to cover the total 
educational costs of 1 2 Chilean 
students only after pressure 
from student groups. "This 
money will just cover first term 
tuition fees, and hardly com- 
pares with the full support they 
received last year," commented 
a spokesperson for Pleniôre 
Inter-Modulaire(PIM), a student 
association which has sot up an 
ad hoc committee to investi- 
gate the case. "Further, these 
funds represent only a loan, of 



which the terms of repayment 
are still to be worked out." 

The problem surfaced in 
December, when students final- 
ly received official word from 
the Ministry that they would not 
be eligible for government 
assistance, in line with its 
policy announcements of Sep- 
tember. These new regulations 
change the residency require- 
ments for immigrants receiving 
aid from one to three years. 

However, students investi- 
gating the situation have 
discovered that South Viet- 
namese students have been 
exempted from these new 
requirements. 

"Although the reasons given 
for this by the Ministry are that 
other refugees are sufficiently 
rich to pay for their own 
education, this is clearly not the 
case," explained PIM ad hoc 
committee member Deanna 
Leboeuf. 



The students then applied to 
the UQAM Administration, 
who, after pressure from the 
student groups, responded that 
although "it was very sensitive 
to their situation, it was 
incapable of maintaining spe- 
cial aid programs because of 
financial problems." 

But according to a student 
newspaper at UQAM, this same 
problem has been dealt with in 
one way or another at other 
Quebec universities with sub- 
stantial immigrant enrolment- 
Laval, U de M and McGill— and 
"the politics of funding for 
universities are the same for 
all." 

The students plan a general 
assembly to deal with the 
situation and are planning to 
conduct a province-wide survey 
of universities to determine the 
state of financial aid directed to 
foreign and immigrant stu- 
dents.

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Puzzled, nameless administrator leaking 



The above article regarding the issue 
of T.A.'s at McGill University appeared 
in the Montreal Star, Saturday edition, 
February 7, 1976. I feel it is of utmost 
importance that this article be reprinted 
in the McGill Daily for those students 
and staff of this University who missed it 
in order to illustrate the level to which 
the Administration of this University will 
go to discredit the serious work done by 
the MTAA thus far, and to minimize the 
tremendous impact it has had in 
achieving financial equity for all Arts 
Faculty T.A'.'sv' and in' attempting to 
ameliorate the situation of T.A. lecturers 
in the French and French as a Second 
Language departments. The issue which 
remains, namely the question of a 



guaranteed annual C.O.L.A. adjustment 
is serious and is not even mentioned by 
Mr. Sterling Taylor in his article, Rather, 
one is led to believe that the M. T.A. A. is 
engaged In harassment by means of a 
strike purely to further provoke the 
Administration. 

Further, the article is laden with 
inaccuracies which ought to be cited and 
corrected. 

[1] Paragraph [ill] • Most T.A. work 
involves student contact hours in the 
form of scheduled conferences which 
often take the form of lectures and much 
preparation is involved. These confer- 
ences continue, although grading of 
exams and papers have been suspend- 
ed; 

[2] Paragraph [vil] - Pierre Paquette has 



been a doctoral student in the 
Economics Department for four years, 
not seven, datum which is of no 
consequence to the issues at hand; 

[3) Paragraph [viil] - Mr. Paquette has 
been misquoted by Mr. Taylor. In fact, 
the comment was made by Mr. 
Cartwright of the M.T.A.A., who at no 
time said, "They can't fire us because we 
will keep the marks if they do". The 
actual statement referred to the fact that 
the University would incur difficulties in 
grading these exams or finding graders 
should they fire all T.A.'s 

[A] Paragraph (x) - This remark by the 
Administration spokesman totally ig- 
nores the fact that a great number of 
faculty members have come out in 
support of the MTAA. 



At no time are we told who this 
"administration spokesman" interview- 
ed by the Montreal Star Is, and yet the 
T.A. spokesman is named and 
subsequently misquoted. 

The T.A. situation at McGill is a grave 
one. Much progress has been made 
during the past weeks in meeting and 
correspondence with Dean Vogel. Work 
continues to resolve the outstanding 
issues that remain. To make light of this 
situation as a so called "puzzling joke" 
illustrates the inability of the Admini- 
stration of this University to perceive a 
serious situation even when faced head 
on.

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Capitalist system undergoing 
financial crisis in 40 years

The PM in a dark blue pin stripe suit, 
white shirt, and blue tie adorned' with 
gold Olympic symbols, seemed slightly 
III at ease as he began to address 
members of Ottawa's Canadian Club 
over baked Alaska and coffee. Pierre 
Trudeau stood before a dinner audience 
and national television cameras. His 
composure firmed as he warmed to his 
thesis: "We are living- In a new 
economic era. It is time we decided how 
to live with it." 

Since last Thanksgiving Day, when 
the Canadian government introduced 
penalty-backed wage and price con- 
trols, Trudeau has been trying to sell it 
to the country with an election 
campaign-style schedule of speeches. 
Calling upon the people of Canada to 
tighten their belts, Trudeau is attempt- 
ing to convince us that the wage and 
price freeze, permitting only a 10 
percent "annual increase "In- Incomes, 
heralds a "new economic era." 

But not many people are buying the 
hard sell. 

They realize that unemployment has 
reached 7.2 percent, with 576,000 
workers out of jobs. They know prices 
rose 19 percent during the first half of 
1975, while wages went up only 13 
percent. They know that inflation was 
close to 12 percent last year. What may 
not be so apparent is the fact that the 



. net profits of 3,000 large corporations in 
Canada fell 9.6 percent last summer 
compared to the same period In 1974. 
What Canada is experiencing is no "new 
economic era"— but a crisis. 

At present, the entire capitalist 
system is undergoing its worst crisis in 
40 years. A study of Its development In 
Canada shows that the big capitalists ■ 
are scrambling to maintain their profits. 
These accounted for only 11 percent of 
last year's Gross National Product, a 
drop of one percent between the 
beginning of 1975 and last October. To 
demonstrate what a blow this was to 
business, in the second business 
quarter of 1974, profits made up 16.8 
percent of the GNP. ' 

At the same time last year, wages and 
salaries were beginning to catch up to 
profits and many long-term collective 
agreements were up for renegotiation. 
The "wage and price freeze" represents 

, . one method by which the Canadian 
' state Is trying to deal with the situation. 
By studying some of the facts of the 
crisis, we will attempt to show why it is 

1 the system itself that is to, be blamed 
for the crisis and why nothing, no law," 
no wage and "price" controls! no ' 
program in the world can deal with the . 
problems that are Inherent in the 
capitalist system. 

A quick glance at the Canadian scene 
. shows that something is seriously-

wrong. in December the number of 
workers without jobs in Quebec and the 
rest of Canada soared to the highest 
totals since the Great Depression of the 
1930's. Inflation reached more than 30 
percent over the last three years. Prices 
rose .10.9 percent in 1975 alone. But 
more importantly, profits are falling, 
the Steel Co. of Canada reported a loss 
in net earnings last, year of over $22 
million. 

What we are experiencing in Canada 
is the sixth and most severe economic 
crisis since World War II. It is affecting 
all capitalist countries and has grown 
out of the cyclic nature of capitalism. 
This has produced periodic crises of 
varying Intensity since the beginning of 
.the nineteenth century. Its roots lie 
deep within the capitalist system, but a 
little digging lays them bare. - 

Overproduction and crises 

At the centre of capitalist crises lies 
the phenomenon' of overproduction: It 
reflects a contradiction that lies at the 
root -of our economic system. It is a 
contradiction between social produc-' 
Mon and private accumulation— that is, 
between the millions of people" who 
work and the handful who share the 
profits. - tn - 'Order tb> increase 'profits',' 
which after all, is the name of the game 
In the capitalist system (even the 
president of EXXON won't put up much 
of an argument to that one), the handful ' 
of capitalists at the top try to produce 
more goods and produce them faster 
while holding back costs, especially the 
workers' wages. 

Soon, too many goods are produced, 
business slows down and factories lay 
off workers or shut down completely. 
The most dramatic example of 
overproduction occurred in the highly 
monopolized auto industry in early 1975 
when the Big Three auto makers 
suddenly found themselves with mil- 
lions of unsold cars. Every newspaper 
and magazine carried photographs of 
overfilled warehouses and lots. 

In late 1975 the auto makers had 
resorted to giving cash rebates to new 
car buyers in an attempt to eradicate the 
surplus. In the US, the response of the 
Big Three to their sudden stockpiles of 
goods was to immediately cut back 
production and lay off 300,000 workers, 
some 1 40,000 of whom are out of work to 
this day. In Canada the surplus of autos 
caused the production of cars to fall 11 
percent In 1974. 

The workers ,who produce all the 
goods in the first placeare the first to get 
hit with unemployment, layoffs, and a 
drop in real wages. The crisis multiplies 
as ihe mass of people can no longer 
afford to buy .the glut of goods. 

Eventually, though, the excess goods 
disappear and business rises again from 
the mire. In some instances this might 
take a few years. Not before, however, 
the seeds of a new and greater crisis 
have been sown. Production accele- 
rates, new markets are exploited, and 



profits climb until, suddenly, the system 
comes crashing down again. 

Time and time again this cycle has 
been repeated in Canada. The two most 
recent cases, in 1959-62 and again in 
1971-72, only proved to be the lull before 
the storm. 

A global crisis 

Overproduction though, Is only one 
cause of the, presenUwor,ld. crisis. It Is 
also a ^crisis of y,thejq;lnternatlonal 
monetary system and of galloping 
Inflation— asocial, political and military 
crisis shaking up many capitalist 
governments. 

In 1974, the year when the present 
situation emerged full-fledged, some 17 
capitalist governments had to changé 
leadership. This Included virtually every 
European country as well as Japan and 
the US. At the same time the number of 
working days lost to strikes in the

"non-Communist world" jumped by 
more than 35 percent compared with the 
previous year. In 1974 In Canada, strikes 
led to the loss of more than six million 
days as.workers attempted to keep pace 
with inflation. 

Yet, with all the changes in the 
political sphere, none of the new parties 
in power have bee>v able to solve the >' 
underlying; problem 1 )'' Governments In • 
capitalist countries desperately search 
for a solution to an insoluble mess. The : 
Trudeau government was willing • to ' 
reverse its long-standing objection to 
economic controls and announce its 
new program as part of its search. 

But the government has plenty of 
other "tricks" up Its sleeve. One ploy is 
to artificially stimulate the economy 
with consumer credit. An example of 
this is the rash of credit card buying in 
Canada. Total consumer debt rose to 
over $17 billion in Canada In 1975 and 
outstanding personal loans are over $12 
billion, a rise of 21 percent in the past 
year. 

The Canadian government also 
stimulated the economy with subsidies 
to monopolies, (e.g. Syncrude, Petro- 
can) and by allowing companies in the 
resource sector a 1 00 percent write-off of 
exploration costs against corporate 
profits, a move which led to a giveaway 
of $115 million last year. 

Public expenditures such as Mirabel 
Airport, the Olympics and military 
spending also ease the crunch. The 
Canadian arms industry is the 6th 
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largest arms exporter in the world and 
the biggest foreign supplier to the US 
war machine. Canadian arms manufac- 
turers benefitted grandly from the 
Vietnam War, and helped to delay the 
full impact of the present crisis In • 
Canada. 

In the end, though, all the money 
spent on these various schemes has to 
be accounted for ' The enormous 
government expenditures' are; conse- 
quently financed"iby 'budgetndeflclts 
which all capitalist states use. That Is, 
they print a large quantity of paper 
money out of proportion to the real 
growth of economic activity. Between 
1971 and 1973, the money supply in 
capitalist countries increased 25 times 
more than the average annual rise In 
global national production and the 
needs of internal circulation. Money 
quickly lost value and inflation and high 
trices were quick to follow.

National debt in Canada's largest 
trade partner, the US, now totals over 
half a trillion, dollars, and the annual 
deficit is piling up at $70 billion a year. 
An ever-incrasing percentage of the 
gross national product Is being devoted 
to paying the interest on those debts. 
Trying to cover these debts with an 
increasing volume, of..: government is 
creating a massive inflationary wave that 
is lapping across Canada as well. Here 
the predicted government budget deficit 
for 1975 is $5 billion. 

Imperialist rivalry 

Probably the most serious factor 
causing the present world crisis and its 
repercussions in Canada, however, Is 
the fierce rivalry of the two superpowers, 
the US, and the Soviet Union. With the 
defeats in South East Asia and the 
unrest at home, US power on a world 
scale is declining rapidly. The Soviet 
Union meanwhile, is elbowing its way 
into the Third World and former US 
markets. The Soviet state is literally 
taking over the economies of many 
underdeveloped countries while main- 
taining its grip on Eastern Europe. 

The USSR has established thorough 
domination of India's economy and is a 
main investor in Cuba, Iraq, Libya, and 
Algeria— all countries which had seen 
extensive US Investment in the 50's. The 
Soviet rulers have aptly been described 
as social-imperialist. Socialist in word, 
imperialist in fact. 

Canada, sandwiched between the two 
superpowers, is feeling the effects of

their expansionist and imperialist 
policies. Although Canadians have 
become very aware of American 
investment in Canada, the Soviet Union 
is entering more and more Into the 
picture. The annual Soviet raids on the 
Canadian and American grain . market are 
adding greatly to inflationary trends in 
Canadian food products. Also, Soviet 
fishing fleets were denied entrance to 
Atlantic ports in Canada recently due to 
their failure to comply with international 
fishing regulations. 

More importantly, Canada's neigh- 
bours to the North and South are busily 
arming themselves to the teeth. Soviet 
arms expenditures were close to $93 
billion hi -1975, with the US spending $80 
billion. 

Canada's imperialist role 

Canada is presently seeking wider 
international relations to counteract US 
influence and the growing danger of the 
Soviet Union. The Canadian state is 
looking forcloser ties with the European 
Economic Community and Third World 
countries, while limiting oil and natural 
gas exports to the US. 

In its relations with the Third World, 
Canada is facing a scene of incredible 
changes on a world scale. The people of 
the colonial and underdeveloped 
countries are standing up and opposing 
colonialism and imperialism, including 
Canada's. Raw materials like bauxite 
and oil, which Canada uses in great 
quantities formerly plundered and 
pirated, can no longer be taken so easily. 
Highlighted by the Arab struggle and the 
strengthening of OPEC, more than 100 
developing countries have begun to take 
measures to control their own 
resources. 

As a result, Canada is caught between 
the US, the USSR and the rising 
resistance of the Third World. As the 
competition for world markets becomes 
sharper, the superpowers are attempting 
to shove the crisis onto the second world 
capitalist countries like Canada (ie. 
those countries that are neither 
superpowers norThird World countries). 
Meanwhile, Canadian transnationals 
who have been taking part in the 
exploitation of the Third World, like 
Massey Ferguson, are seeing their 
imperialist domains vanish as the 
political and economic resistance in 
these countries rises. 

Canada's role as an imperialist 
country has created a crisis at home and 
abroad. Behind the Imperialist policies 



are the Canadian government, giant 
monopoly companies like Weston and 
Noranda, and a powerful banking 
establishment. They have taken part in 
the division of the world, albeit on a 
comparatively small scale, with massive 
exports of capital. Over $6 billion was , 
invested abroad, primarily in the US and 
Latin America, by Canadian investors up 
to 1970, for example, and the total is 
growing.. 

But the second. world is being forced 
to accept nationalization of its foreign 
oil and mineral extracting companies 
and to pay higher prices on every natural 
resource from developing countries. The 
Third .World Is no. longer the source of 
fantastic profits it once was. Second 
world countries like Canada are thus 
being forced to change their strategy 
towards the developing countries. 

Trudeau's recent tribute to Fidel 
Castro as well as his trip to Mexico and 
Venezuela have emphasized the contra- 
dictions which face the Canadian 
government and state. For example, 
Trudeau stated that Canada is willing to 
join the Organization of American States 
and attempted to demonstrate that 
Canada supported the demands of these 
third world countries for a 200-mile 
coastal fishing limit. But he made it 
clear that Canada does not support 
these demands unconditionally nor will 
it get involved in the OAU unless sure of 
a good return. 

In economic terms, perhaps the most 
important part of Trudeau's trip was his 
series of talks in Venezuela. His most 
pressing task was to explore ways of 
trimming the $1 billion trade deficit 
Canada ran up with Venezuela last year 
through its oil imports for Eastern 
Canada, Venezuela, a member of OPEC, 
was at last getting a fair shake for its oil 
and naturally the oil monopolies in 
Canada are passing it on to the 
consumer. With the price of regular 
gasoline supposedly rising to a dollar 
this year, Canada's intimate ties with the 
world economy are becoming more and 
more apparent. 

, The Canadian crisis 

Back at home as the price of oil rises, 
markets disappearand the flow of cheap 
raw materials slows, the crisis of 
capitalism in Canada continues to take 
its toll. 

• Eatons, the largest retailer in Canada 
shuts down its huge catalogue 
department. 



• The Index of industrial production 
falls from 225.4 to 205 by December 75 
(base 100 in 1961). 

• Bankruptcies in the manufacturing 
sector are up 71 percent In the first six 
months of '75. , 

• Exports of farm and fish products are . 
down 17 percent, forest products 28 
percent, metals and minerals 1 1 percent. 

Even the Financial Post admits that 
the long-term outlook is bleak, and they, 
like Trudeau and other apologists for the 
Canadian state are hoping that the 
"supposed" recovery abroad, especially 
in the US, which took two-thirds of 
Canada's $33 billion In exports in 1975, 
is going to continue. 

At the same time, due to the anarchy 
of capitalism, the Canadian monopolies 
have been aggravating the crisis by 
speculating on inflation, and raising 
prices to amass hugh profits. Rather 
than lowering prices to sell more 
commodities (but at a lower rate of 
profit) corporations such as Steinberg's, 
Dominion and Weston are raking in 
profits with the rise in the price of food. 
The president of Dominion estimates 
that the average cost of food will rise 15 
percent this year, following a 1 3 percent 
rise in 1975. Bell Telephone, whose 
profits were up a record 17 percent last 
year, pushed for and won government 
approval for rate hikes. 

The problem is that while some win, 
others lose. And the most consistent 
losers have been the Canadian working 
class. While more and more were facing 
unemployment and decreasing real 
wages, the Consumer Price Index was 
rising 38.5 percent in the last four years. 
On top of this, the Canadian ruling 
class, the small handful of financial and 
industrial magnates who own the 
factories, the commercial establish- 
ments, the banks, the means of 
transportation and the natural re- 
sources, discovered the answer to its 
prayers. 

Faced with workers'attempts to regain 
wages lost through price increases since 
1972, the federal government was called 
upon last fall to legislate profit 
guarantees so corporations would once 
again find conditions favourable for 
accumulation. Hence the wage and price 
controls. 

In another article we will look at the 
wage "and price" freeze in more detail, 
and attempt to show why and how it was 
created in the interest of the Canadian 
ruling class.

Stat is a 'puzzling joke" 



Saturday's article on the TA strike in the 
Montreal Star necessitates some clarification 
of what has become a crass attempt in some 
quarters to picture the TAs as uncompromis- 
ing neanderthals. 

The article entitled "McGill strike a 
'puzzling joke' " was not an article at all , but a 
vicious editorial on the part of Sterling Taylor, 
the reporter, and his "administration 
spokesman." Simply put, the article Is a lie. 
As aTA I am happy to say that most of TA work 
involves teaching, not correcting exams; 
Pierre Pacquette has not been working on his 
doctoral for seven years; professors of 
classes upwards of 1 00 will not "...just start to 
mark the students themselves;" there are 
many professors, besides, who now support 
the TA demands; classes have not simply 
gone on without disruption [ask my students, 
and I'm certainly a lot less involved than other 
TAs). 

Why is Pacquette the only TA source 
available, and why is a whole slew of unnamed 
administration spokesmen used in this 
incredibly unbalanced example of "objective 
journalism?" At any school of journalism, this 
story would have been ripped to shreds and 
the reporter sent back to the lecture classes. 

The TAs are not trying to milk McGill with 
hot-headed demands. Neither are they simply 
trying to gain huge pay increases to pay for 
weekend meals at St. Amable Restaurant. 
Many of the TAs are foreign and cannot find 
outside work. Many TAs must support or be 
supported by a wife or husband. If anyone 
. thinks $3000 per year without a tuition 
exemption is easy to live on— try it. I did for a 
year and now I'm in hock up to the neck to the 
fine State of New Jersey. 

Nowhere in the Star article was the very 
important issue of cost-of-living allowance 
(COLA) mentioned. Even if TAs do gain $3750 
for next year, the ten percent rate of inflation 
will wipe that pay increase out in two years. 
I'm sure neither the administration nor the 
MTAA wants to go through situations similar 
to the present every two years. 

TAs do not want the strike to go on forever. 
Believe it or not, most TAs would be happy to 
see this strike settled fast. We do not want to 
screw the students. We are not sitting in our 
offices in Morrice Hall with unadulterated glee, 
awaiting the next chance we can get to 
demand more, to up the ante, or to use the 
students as pawns. We simply want to be 
given a fair wage and security for our services 
and not merely to be shunted aside as some 
secondary financial irritant every couple of 
years. 

Facts in print, though, of what the TAs are 
demanding and why and what the 
administration is offering and why are hard to 
find. Press releases, open letters to the editor, 
interviews and the like all serve to present the 
facts as one side sees them. Unfortunately, 
many crucial mistruths and half-truths that 
are too easily used to sway public opinion 



have popped up in articles about the TAs in the 
Daily and other Montreal newspapers. It is the 
media's job to present a forum for discussion 
and argument. Sometimes, especially during 
sensitive negotiations, various parties' 
position papers or "statements of the facts" 
are used instead to bring them support. Both 
the MTAA and the Dean have admitted to this 
use of the press. 

There is absolutely no excuse, however, for 
a supposedly respected paper to let itself 
willingly be used on Its news pages to ridicule 
and denigrate onë party by name during 
collective bargaining while maintaining the 
anonymity and ^accountability of the other. 
We have realized this and therefore have tried 
to present the record as it happens, not as 
someone might want it to happen. 

We realize that students' and professors' 
opinions of "who is the bad guy" in this strike 
are influenced by articles and rumours 
contrary to the facts. Unfortunately, there has 
been a woeful lack of communication between 
the negotiators. An even greater chasm exists 
between the facts and the public's 
understanding of them. Dean Vogel is not 
some sinister Scrooge. In the end he must 
deal with administrative big-wigs on the 
budgetary committee. But in the end it is he 
upon whom administrative responsibility 
must weigh during the strike. 

Conversely, the TAs are not crazed and 
greedy Barry Lyndons intent on either 
bringing McGill to its kneesor going down the 
drain along with their students' papers and 
grades. Unfortunately, articles like Saturday's 
in the Star or condescending wisecracks by 
unnamed administration sources make it 
seem as if they are, and only serve to 
exacerbate the situation. But, It doesn't take a 
tremendous amount of guts or imagination to 
sit behind a fine walnut desk and watch your 
weary representative in Arts fight it out with a 
group of weary graduate students while 
everyone else's patience wears thin. 

Graduate Studies in the Arts constitute the 
financial and educational backbone of that 
department. If the graduate level's quality 
declines or quality students are no longer 
attracted the entire department, from under- 
graduates to staff, suffers as well. And if the 
Arts Faculty cannot give its TAs a decent 
living . wage, it cannot attract a large 
percentage of graduate students. 

The present situation in the Arts Faculty is 
not good, especially in such departments as 
political science and sociology. Just ask any 
student how many of their peers, TAs or 
otherwise, have left within the past two years. 
Ask any student how many of their peers, TAs 
or otherwise, plan to leave or transfer at the 
end of this year. It is about time McGill 
concentrated on keeping its TAs rather than 
driving them away. Misinformation and 
blatantly distorted news articles will not help 
very much.
